Col. A. P. Butler, now the honorable Sen- 
ator from Aiken county, then-commanding 
the First Sooth Carolina Regiment, was 
cry near the tree, witnessed tile whole 
process of "sealing," and saw it when it 
fell upon and injured some of his men.

Moses, the great leader of Israel, know- 
ing this fact, in his last address to his peo- 
ple sai 1, " When thou hast eaten and 
full, then sbnlt thou blsjM tbe Lord thy God 
lor the good land which he hath given thee. 
Uewure that thou forget not the Lord thy 
God, in not keeping Ml 
und his judgments and bis statutes which 
I command thco this duy; lest when thuu 
hast eaten und art full, and bast built goodly 
booses, und dwelt therein ; ami when thy 
herds and thy flocks multiply and thy sil- 
ver and thy gold is multiplied :n,.l nil that

A largo proportion of these papers 
arc under the control of men who are prac- 
tically infidel. They care nothing for mor- 
als and less for religion. They arc ready 
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DRY GOODS, CLOTHING AND GROCERIES. 
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Lot every Christian man, then, do his du- 
ty. Do not be so much " Sunday Christ- 
ians." Christianity is meant for the homo 
circle, for social, business, anil political life, 
as well as for the Sabbath duy. It is meant 
for the interests of tbe State as well as for 
individuals and families. I would not be 
understood us udvoeiiting the union of 
Church and State But 1 urge that men. 
Cltriitian men should curry their personal 
Christianity with them to tho poles, to tbe 
convention, into all their patriotic acts. 
Religion as an clement of politics or patri- 
otism can not be left cut without injury to 
the State But on tbe other hand politics, 

pecially party opinions, tkould necer bt 

irried into relii/ion. 

Let us look briefly at some of the causes 
hieb have brought about this national 
demoralization, that we may be bettor able
